GENERAL ORDINANCE G- 



AN ORDINANCE AMENDING GENERAL ORDINANCE 
G19-63, SECTION I, DESIGNATED IN 
THE CODE OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA OF 1974 AS SECTION 1-7. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT VJAYNE, INDIANA, That the following amendment is made 
to General Ordinance No. G 19-65, Section I, the same 
being codified as Section 1-7 of The Code of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana of 1974, and from and after the 
enactment of this Ordinance said Section shall read as 
follows: 

Sec. 1-7. Applicability of certain provisions to 
all violations of city ordinances. 

To improve the enforcement of all ordinances, the 
provisions of divisions 1 and 2 of article 
II of chapter 17, being part of section 1 
of General Ordinance No. 2726, concerning 
the Fort Wayne Violations Bureau and penal¬ 
ties and procedure on arrest, shall apply 
to all violations of city ordinances, with 
the following modifications as to nontraffic 
violations: 

(a) The citations therein provided for 
may also be issued by the officer duly 
charged with the enforcement of tne ordi¬ 
nance in question or his deputies. 

(b) A copy of the citation shall be sent 
to the City Attorney when the matter proceeds 
to court. 

^c) If the. person cited fails to appear 
or to pay the fine, the City Clerk shall 
notify the City Attorney for preparation 
of a complaint. 

SECTION II. Except as herein amended General Ordinance 
No. G 19-65 shall remain in full force and effect. 

SECTION III. This ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage, approval by the 
Mayor and legal publication thereof.

VETO MESSAGE 


I, Robert E. Armstrong, Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne, 
hereby veto General Ordinance No. G-02-77^for the 
following reasons: G-oi-*77 

I believe that this ordinance is poorly timed and unnecessary. 
Parking meters should not be regarded as a punitive means of 
raising capital. They often are, by their very existence, 
a nuisance to parkers and a psychological detriment to 
parking. 

They become necessary evils, however, when lack of space 
mandates that parkers be restricted to the amount of time 
during which they are allowed to "rent” a space in which 
to park their cars. Considering the efforts being expended 
by this Administration and City Council to improve the 
climate of Downtown Fort Wayne, it is totally inappropriate 
to increase the burden on users of metered parking spaces by 
adding additional penalties to overtime parking fines. 

Adequate provisions already exist for adding penalties on 
those not paying their parking tickets promptly, and non¬ 
payers are liable to be taken to court which adds court 
costs to the amount of their line. In short, a stricter 
enforcment of existing laws would make this ordinance 
totally unnecessary. 

Finally, I am concerned that this ordinance works a hardship 
on many people least able to pay such additional penalties. 

It seems reasonable that a substantial percentage of non¬ 
payers and late payers are those who are unable to spare 
the cost of their fine. I simply cannot support adding 
the burden of additional penalties to the financial problems 
of those people.
